tribution and to bring about a co- 
operative situation between manu- 
facturers and wholesalers intended’ 
to clarify the distribution process _. 
and strenzthen the position of the 
wholesaler who thoroughly per- 
| forms the functions of quantity 
buying and selling, warehousing 
and financing. 
These points 


were especially, 
| stressed by jobber members of the, 
Motor and Equipment Association 
| during a series of nation-wide con- 
ferences, and to say that they are 
| beginning to bear fruit is only tell- 
ing a part of the story. Jobbers 
| have been so impressed with the re- 
| sults obtained by other members of 
the association that they were not 
| long in falling into line, and, strange 
|as it may sound, they carried along

members. 


Association membership tends to 
| bring out the best that is in a man.

car have made his volume greater 
and his net bigger. Successful 
|dealers and. satisfied customers 
mean ready cash and when a jobber 
can secure his collections on time 


| he is making money. 


At several of the sessions held by 
the M. E. A., regional groups were 
formed for co-operation with the 
national organization and_ since 
| then similar action has been taken 
in various localitie s. These 
regional groups have proved of 
| great value in that they have helped 
to intensify the understanding and 
}co-operation between manufacturers 
|}and jobbers that have already held 


|to improve distribution conditions 
lin the industry. 
Underlying practically all jobber 


discussions these days is the feeling 
that a definite task ahead is action 
to foster progress toward replace- 
ment of the rapidly diminishing 
retail outlets for automotive prod- 
ucts. With dealers, garage men and 
other service station operators vir- 
tually consumers of parts and sup- 
ply items, and with hand-to-mouth 
buying of such items amounting to 
nothing more than a pick-up busi- 
ness, the jobber has been forced into 
what amounts to retailing, with 
mounting sales costs and diminish- 
ing profits. 

With this situation confronting 
them jobbers believe that by educa-

|credit facilities of well-organized

A clarification of wholesaling and

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Stocks Continue Advance as Tone Improves 


GENERAL MOTORS 
SHOWS STRENGTH 


Good News Helps 


Whole List; Acces- 
sories Go Forward

EW YORK, Dec. 
Automotive shares list- 
ed on the various stock ex- 
changes moved upward inh 
the past week for the second 
consecutive week. This is the 
first time since in early Sep- 
tember that stocks in this 
group have advanced twice in 
consecutive weeks. 

While the upward move was not 
great in either the passenger car, 
truck, tire or accessory stocks, the 
tone behind the automotives was the 
best for weeks and financial: writers 
generally called attention to this 
fact. 

The attitude of Wall Street tow- 
ard a group of stocks can change 
overnight and this has happened 
in the motors as often as any 
other line of industrials. While 
the financial district has not be- 
come bullish on the automotives 
by any means, the general and ex- 
treme bearish sentiment of recent 
weeks has passed. Where this 
bearishness is lingering, however. 
it has a tendency to be even more 
bearish than was the case during 


and before the recent market 
break. 

One financial writer the other day 
predicted the next few months 


would see General Motors selling ai 
“ridiculous prices.’ There are others 
who believe they have already seen 
it selling at ridiculously low prices, 
for instance when it was at around 
33 during the recent break in the 
market. If the dividend of $3 a year 
on this stock was in any danger. 
there might be some reason for this 
extreme bearishness, but there is 
nothing in the present outlook to 
warrant the belief that General Mo- 
tors won't earn nearly as much next 
year as the $6 per share estimated 
for 1929. But even if earnings fell 
off a third, which they are not likeiy 
to do, the dividend would still be 
safe. 


General Motors was strong in the 


past week, particularly in the two 
final days of trading, when the 
turnover in the issue reached large 
proportions. 

Chrysler finished the week at 37 
the highest closing price for a week 


since November 2, when it closed at 
39. Packard, at 16%, finished the 
week at the highest price for a week- 
end since November 9, when it 
stopped at 17%. The Chrysler Cor- 
poration announced during the week 
that the Managers’ Trust was pur- 
chasing more than 40,000 shares 
around current prices in order to 
average up the price of 60 they paid 
for 60,000 shares last May 

Auburn had another sensational 
run-up during the week, closing at 
217, up 32'4 above the 184%, at which 
it closed the previous week. 
company is finishing its best year 
in history and is going ahead with 


large expension plans for 1930, call< 
ing for the expenditure of large 
sums in the enlargement of nearly 
all of its own plants and those of 
its subsidiaries. 


Two encouraging pieces of news 
helped the passenger car stocks 
during the week. One was the 
announcement today, which was 
anticipated in the trading of Fri- 
day and Saturday, that General 
Motors retail sales in November 
were less than 1 per cent. below 
the level of the corresponding 
month of last year, as against 
predictions that November sales 
would show a severe decline from 
1928 levels. While the drop in 
G. M. retail sales from the Octo- 
ber level was 34 per cent., this is 
not alarming when it is consid- 
ered that the falling off in No- 
vember, 1928, from the Octeber 
level was 35 per cent.
